Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-7, 9-11, 13, 15-17, 20-21, and 23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
examiner has reviewed the prior art in light of applicant's claimed invention and 
finds that the claims define over the prior art. The prior art does not disclose or 
suggest inter alia the limitations of an optical component comprising a dielectric 
waveguide extending along a longitudinal axis and having a refractive index cross- 
section perpendicular to the longitudinal axis, the refractive index cross-section 
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causing the dielectric waveguide to support an electromagnetic (EM) mode having 
a group velocity that passes from negative values to positive values over a range of 
non-zero longitudinal wavevectors.
